This Is the outgrowth of a long standing
difference between the rallroads and the |
Rraln shippers of western lowa. The lowa
shipper has alwaye had to pay an  ex-
orhltant price to get his corn hauled to
Chieago—that I» his allegation at least
and all efforte to get better rmtes from the
raliways have heen froftivss,  Four yeurs
ago the senate of the United States took the
maltar up and made an Investigation, which
Wik a vietory for the shipper. The rate
on eorn from the Miskourl river to Chicago
had been erawling up for several vears, and
nfter the senote got through with the In-
vertigation the rate was fixed at 17 centa,

and a large amount of money, over §100,000
by one road, was rebated to the shippers
who had Instigated the lovestbgation and had
been the losers by the exorbitant charges.
That was only four years ago, and now
the rate s up to 20 cents again, and the
Northwertern lowa Grain Qhilppers' assooia-
tion hae decided to bring sult against the
Northwestorn, Hlinols Centenl and the Mil-
wankes roads for rebate that will amount
to ubout $200,000 for violatlon of the inter-

stnte commerce commiszlon’s regulation of
the rates. A number of fine legal points are
involved in the propored Htlgation, and the

outcome will be watchod with great interest,

A member of the Shippers’ associntion In
the city vesterday, in speaking of the situa-
tlon: led up the sult, mid: “No one
Is going to blame the rallread companies for
trylng to get all they possibly can out of the

traflic, and even In face of this Interstate
regulation which we think they are now
violating, it 18 a paying business for them,
You see there are about ffty members of
this Shippers' asroctation, and even | the
rinda have to rebate to us  the extra 3
cents charged, they will be  ahead that

amount on the shipments of the thousgands of
other comy ahippers who de not belong to the
amsociation, and whore Individual losses by

the extra charge would not make Wt worth
their time to go Into a law suit. Thera are
nlways two sides to a law snlt, but to us it

looks like a cineh. The roads have made no
effort to comply with the Interstate regula-
tion and It looke llke a clear care,

“The grain men of western and oerth
weslern lowa are having a pretty tough time
of 1, continged the gentleman, “For in-
stance, Manxn Is one of the best graln cen-
ters on the Ilinols road,  Yet today the buy-
ers at Manson are shut out by Clare and
Moorland, two towns that should have the
same rate as Manesn, Duyers at Clare and
Mooriand are payig prices that the Manson
buyer caonnot meet and the only explaniation
is that the railroad Is giving rebates for
some reason or another, The Manson grain
men met Suturday and declded that they
would eclos: down their elevators next Satur-
day, March 28, unless the rallroad made the
rates equal to those enjoyved at Mooriand and
Clare. Of course, it is Just pessible that the
members of the Shippers' asasclation at Man-
gon must ba punished. That may account
for the difference In rates, The bumvess
men of Manson are very much arcused when
they s¢e thelr trade going to the towns that
are favored by rallroads**

Thera will be another slight request for
cash made upon some of the railriads in a
few day=s. Some time ago a number of ships
pers up in the vicinity of Onawa sold a lot of
hay in thip elty or through agencies here,
Aftor the shipments had been made It was
found that the unlon hay rate put in by the
ronds to Councll Bluffs was a diserimination
agningt the shippers sod sult was commenced
L securo a rebate of a large sum. The roads
were defeated In the courts and have ap-
pealed. A number of other shippers situated
vimilarly to those who fought the first case
and won It have filed their claims and will
ask for a =etllement or a law  suit, The
amount of thig last claim is $11,000,

These sulta will be filed In a few days and
tho case will be put In line for trial at the
October term of court,

Thile seems to establish very clearly the
glte of the old fort. The location of the
councll was on the same (Nebrugka) side of

Asg g well known, the expadition undep the
leadersliip of Captaln Lewis and Captain
Clarke was sont out by President Jefferson
for the United States governmeoent, to explora
the country betwean the Mississippl and the
Pacific ocean, which was accomplished dur-
it the years 1804, 1805 and 1806, It con-
alited, besides the leaders. of nine young
moen from Kentucky, fourteen soldiers of the
United Btates army, who volunteored their
services, two French watermen (an Intor-
preéter and a hontér) and a black servant
helonging to Captain Clarke. A small sup-
plementary force accompanied them as far
A8 the country of the Mandans, on the upper
Missourl. The party followed Lhe lines of
the water courseg, and embarked In three
boats—the first o large keol boat, fifty-five
feet long. drawing three fest of water, and

with a large square sall Wnd twenty-two
pars; the.others, ordinary towbonts, with
oara only. The party starled from the mouth

of the Mlssouri, near St Louls, on the 14th
of May, 1504, winterad at Fort Mandan, and
penctrated to the Pacifie, at the mouth of the
Columbhla, during November, 1505, a distance

of 3,666 miles. Returning| they reached St
Louis agaln on the 244 n’l‘ September, 1804,
“where,” they say, “wé réceived n most

hoarty and hospitable weleome from the
whaole villuge.” !

During the whole of the trlp, Lewls and
Clarke kept a Journal and an Itinerary of
all principal points, showlng' their distance
from each other and from the Misslssinpl

On the 21st of July they reached the Great
River Platte (Plattsmouth). On the 224 they
encamped ten miles above on the pnorth (east)
side, for the purpose of making observations

and wailed there until the 27th, when they
proceeded ten and a half miles further.
This shopld have brought them almost cx-

actly to the present location of Omaha, *“‘an-
clent willage of the Ottoes,” and here s
what they found;

At ten amd o half miles from our en-
campment, sayve the Journnllst, we saw and
expmined o curlous collectlon of graves or
mounds, on the south slde of the river.
Nut far from a low plece of land, and o
pond, 18 a tract of about YW acres In clr-
cumference, which ls coversd with mounds
of different helghts, shapes and =lzes, rome
of sand nnd pome of both earth and samd,
the largest being nearcet the river. These
mounids Indloate the position of the an-
clent village of the Ottoes, before thev re-
tired to the protection of the Pawnees.

On July 30th they reached the point on the
west slde of the river, recorded as “‘Couneil
Bluffs (cstablishment),” where the celebrated
councll was svheequently held. Here Is o
deseription of it

July 30, We went early In the morning
three and a_quarter miles, and encamped on
the south, In order to walt for the Ottoes.
The land here conslsts of a4 plain, above
the high water level, the soll of which I8
fertile, und covered with @ grass from fiyve
to elght Feet high, interspersed with copses
of lurge plumsg, and a 1:urr£m1 like those of
the Unitedd Btates, ® ¢ Buck of this
plisin I8 0 woody ridge’ about seventy feet
ubove It, at the edge of which we formed
our eamp.

The Itinerary s mis-
leading in this—that the word, “Establish-
ment™ Is mentioned, meaning in those days
n frontler trading post—without any refor-
ence to such a post In the Journal {*self.
It is evident that Lewls and Clarke merely
made the notatlon, to Indicate that it was a
good place for n trading post, and this Iidea
I8 rendered most certaln by the record on
thelr teturn.  “Septomber 8, 1808, We st
aut early," they say In the journal, *“and
stopped a short time at Councll Blufte to 0x-
amine the situation of the place, whey we
wers confirmed in our belief that 1t would hoe
a very eligible spot for a trading establish-
ment,* W. H. WYMAN.

Roentgen Royw,

TABOR, Ta., March 21.—Ta the Editar of
The Bes: Although a large number of
people have been experimenting with these
rays for some weeks, practieally nothing
more s Known about them now than was
announced at first by Prof. Roentgen. Sev-
eral claime have been made that they ean
be obtained from the sunlight and from
ordinary artificlal light, but in nearly all
such  cases the  experimenters have not
taken sufficfent care to exclude ordinary
rays, which, with a sufficiently long o©x-
pasure,  will filter through any ordinary
sereen or cardboard, hard rubber or other
organic substance, and affect a #ensltive
plate,

Many peopls sgee In Roentgen rays a
chance for notoriety by furnishing to the
dally press reports of raulty experiments
or hasty conclusions that would not be ae-
cepted by any reputable sclentific journal,

A s:nsitlve plate may recelve an Image
by remaining In contact with n plece of
metal or a photograph for twenty to thirty
hours, even In perfect darkness, It fs not
known what kind of rays—if rays at all—
muake the impressions. Experlmentz are now
Rolng on to determine this point, It Is pus-
sible that the effect may be due to Roentgen
rays. It ls mors probable that the effect is
produced by the “dark light” that, it Is well
known, is constantly passing between all
bodies, and which 18 ordinarily unnotloed
except by its heating effect. Prof. Roentgen's
discovery is not that a photograph can be
taken in an apparently dark room. That wan
known long before. But it is the discovery
of a kind of rey that s essentinlly differont
from ordinary lght rays {n not being re-
flected or bent from ita course lke ordinary
raye, and in not at all following the ordinary
eonditions of transparency,
